“CORPORATION LAWS 


Committeeman at Constitu- 
tion Convention Favors 
Removal of Many Restric- 


tions Upon Business. 


'DIRECTS ATTACK AT 
BLUE SKY STATUTES 


Condemns Practice of Cumu- 
lative Voting in Election 
of Directors by Minority 
Stockholders. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY. Oct. 17.—A 
plea for removal from the Missouri 


Constitution of many of the restric- 
tions upon corporations was made to 
the constitutional convention yester- 
day afternoon by Politte Elvins of 


‘Bonne Terre, member of the Com- 


umittee on Corporations, who filed a 


| minority report at the time the ma- 
jority of the committee reported their 
‘suggestions for revision of article 13, 
which deals with corporations. Eil- 
vings, who said that he is a stock- 
holder in the 8t. Joseph Lead Co. a 
well-knewn Southeast Missouri cor- 
poration, long has been active de- 
fore Missour! commissions in beha!tf 
ef short line railroads of that sec- 
tion. 

Elvine declared, in discussing his 


minority report, that many sections 


of the present Constitution dealing 
with raflroads have been outgrown 
and should be cast aside. and that 
‘@ number of others are purely statu- 
tory in natur eand ought to be elim- 
‘tmated and their subject matter left 
to the Legislature. 

Officers of the State Department 
of Finance, who administer the biue 
sky law are like “policemen. detec- 
tives and accountants,.”’ Elvins said 
in that those persons soom come to be 
hardened and to hold the thought 
that everybody “is criminal.” 

“In the same way.” Elvins ob- 
served. “the bBiue eky officials soon 
come to figure that every corpora- 
tion that wants to enter the State is 
trying to beat somebody out of some 
money.’ 

Cumulative Voting System. 

He had been speaking [tn favor of 
eliminating from the Missour! Con- 
stitution the provision permitting 
stockholders of Missour! corporations 
to practice cumulative voting in 
electing directors and managers. ('n- 
der the cumulative system, a stock- 
holder may cast votes equaling the 
product of the number of his shares 
multiplied by the number of direc- 
tore to be elected, all for one candi- 
Gate or a part for each as he 
chooses. This enables an organised 
minority of stockholders to elect one 
or more directors. 

Some other states do not require 
corporations to extend that privilege 
to stockholders) but the Missotr! 
blue-sky officers require foreign cor- 
Porations which desire to sell stock 
im Missour! to pass a resolution thet 
they will extend that privilege to 
their stockholders. Elvins said that 
this ruling its !llegal. 

He explained that groups of very 
wealthy men, such as the Guggen- 


helms and other groups of closely ° 


associated capitalists, desire to main - 
tain complet centro! of their proper - 
thes and do not want to allow m!- 
nority stockholders to elect directors. 

“Why should we concern ourselves 
with the rights of minorities {n cor- 
porations, when we have no concern 
for the minority of voters?” he tn- 
quired. “In public matters the ma- 
jerity rules. Why, even Illinois 
which has had a prevision allowing 
representation to the minority, ts 
casting ftaside. The rule throughout 
this nation politically is mafsority 
rule. Why then should we get ox- 
cited about protecting the gninority 
im @ cOrporation? 

“Anyhow, this cumulative voting 
simply puts a club tn the hands of 
men, such as one tn St. Louis. whos-s 
name [I shal! not mention, enabling 
them to go about buying up enough 
stock itn corporations to elect a di- 
rector, who then starts in te ean.!- 
bag the mafority, virtually compel!!- 
ing the latter to buy this minortty 
out et a rutnous price te get rid of 
the harassment.

The majority report of the Corpor- | 
recommended | 


ations Committee 
adoption of a section in the Consti- 
tution providing that “the term 
‘corporation’ as used in this article 
shall be construed to include all joint 
stock companies. associations or 
business trusts having any powers or 
privileges not possessed by individ- 
uals or partnerships: provided, how- 
ever, the term ‘business trusts’ as 
used in this constitution shall in- 
clude only such voluntary equitable 
trusts, created by a written instru- 
ment or declaration of trust, the 
beneficial interest under which is 
divided into transferable certificates 
of participation or shares.”’ 

The purpose of such a section 
would be compulsion of common law 
business trusts, of which about 40 
have sprung up in this State, and

ARMS REDUCTION

‘Does Not Believe Any Pub-

cellation.

TOLEDO, Oct. 17.—Repudiation 
of the loans made by the United 
States to the allied and associated 
nations during the war would un- 
dermine the whole fabric of interna- 
tional good faith, Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover, a member of the Al- 
lied Debt Commission, declared last 
night in an address here. He added 
that he did not belleve any public 
official, either of the United States 
or any other country, could or should 
approve their cancellation. 

“These loans are, in fact. debts 
owing our taxpayers,’’ Hoover 
said. “They were made at the ur- 
gent request of the borrowers and 
under their solemn assurances of fe- 
payment. The loans were individual! 
to each nation. They have no rela- 
tions to other nations or to other 
debts. The American taxpayers did 
not participate in reparations and 
acquired no benefits under the treaty 
as did our debtors. There is no 
question as to the moral or con- 
tractural obligation. 

“Can Be Repaid.” 

“With the exception eome 
minor amounts, perhaps 5 per cent, 
I am convinced that these debts can 
be repaid In some reasonable period 
of time without realization of the oft- 
expressed undue strain on the debtor 
countries or the threat of a flood of 
goods from debtor countries in such 
quantity as would endanger employ- 
ment of the factories and workmen 
of the United States. 

“The proposals for further post- 
ponement of payment of interest for 
a certain number of years arise from 
the belief that certain countries can- 
not physically make these payments 
at the present time without undue 
strain, or that payment of interest 
would contribute to general econom- 
ic stability and the more rapid re- 
covery of these countries, in which 
everyone would benefit. The British 
do not make claims for such assist- 
anec from us and are arranging 
their payments. 

Narrowed to Continental Debtors. 

“The proposition, therefore, nar- 
rows itself to debtors on the con- 
tinent. Our annual payments from 
the whole of our continental debtors 
would amount to a total of about 
$350,900,000 a year for interest and 
amortization. The burden of pay- 
‘ments falls with different weight 
upon each of the 19 different debt« 
ors. Omitting the possible 6 per 
cent that is hopeless of collection, !t 
will be found that respective annua! 
payments due to us from different 
countries varies in their burden upon 
them from 2 to 12 per cent of thair 
governmental income. 

“If there be some of these coun- 
tries which should be relieved of the 
annual payments for a few years in 
order to promote economic stability, 
‘then there needs be a determination 
of the facts in respect to each ind!- 
vidual country that would be con- 
vincing to the American taxpayer 
and to Conress. The taxpayer woulil 
naturally consider that there are 
cther things of vastly larger dimen- 
sions than the. postponement of 
$350,000,000 a year, which must 
march in advance before economic 
prosperity can be secured to Europs. 
‘Economic stability requires that 
there. must. be such political economic 
readjustments between the stateg of 
Europe as will bring about an at- 
mosphere of peace in replacement of 
an atmosphere of war.

‘This department's attention 
has Been drawn to the ease with 
which !t seems vessels of Ameri- 
can registry are transferred to 
British registry for the purpose 
of preventing the authorities of 
the United States from taking 
the necessary steps to thwart 
these smuggling operations. It 
is understood the British laws 
require that vessels to be enti- 
tled to British registry must be 
owned by British subjects. 

“Apparently rellable informa- 
indicates that American 
citizens of questionable reputa- 
tion who are known to be en- 
gaged in the smuggling business 


have succeeded in obtaining 
British registry at the Bahama 
Islands for a large number of 
American vessels by means of 
the execution of paper transfers 
purporting to convey title to 
vessels to British subjects in the 
Bahamas, although the actual 
interest in the vessels continues 
to vest in American citizens. 

“It would be of great asSist- 
ance to this Government in com- 
bating the illicit traffic in 
liquors if authorities at Bermu- 
da and in the Bahama Islands 
should refuse the privilege of 
registry to American veasels un- 
less a certificate from the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board is pro- 
duced showing that the vessel 
has first Been tendered to it. It 
is understood that for some time 
British laws have imposed re- 
strictions necessMating some 
form of acquiescence of British 

“authorities to the transfer of 
registry. It would seem that 
laws of thimcharacter cannot 
well be effectively administered 
unless the authorities of one na- 
tion are disposed to take cogni- 
zance of the legislation of an- 
other nation. 

Clearance Papers. 

“There is information before 
the department indicating that 
the authorities at the Bahamas 
islands have in many cases is- 
sued two sets of clearance pa- 
pers to ships which have taken 
on board cargoes of liquor. It is 
said that persons engaged in 
this traffic have openly made 
the statement that they have no 
trouble in obtaining from the 
Bahamas customs officials one 
set of clearance papers for a 
cargo of lquor declared to be 
designed for Halifax, Tampico, 
or St. Pierre and other clear- 
ance papers issued ‘in ballast’ 
for an American port. This 
procedure is adopted by the 
liquor smugglers so that the 
ship may come within unloading 
distance of American shores, 


and if caught with a cargo of 
liquor on board the master can 
exhibit the clearance to Mexico 
or Canada; if the ship has suc- 
ceeded in unloading the cargo 
on the shore without being cap- 
tured, it proceeds into an Amier- 
ican port with the second clear- 
ance papers. 

“The situation with which the 
authorities of this Government 
are confronted has become so 
serious that this Government 
feels prompted to inquire wheth 
er your Government would be 
disposed to enter into a treaty 
for the purpose of checking the 
{llegal practices in question. 
Such a treaty might contain re- 
ciprocal provisions authorizing 
the authorities of each Govern- 
ment to exercise a right of 
search of vessels of the other 
beyond the three-mile limit of 
territorial waters to the extent 
of 12 miles from the shore.

| British Delayed Armistice.

His own story differs widely 
from Prime Minister Lityd Geo-ge'’s 
iversion of the Near EHastern situa- 
tion. While never mentioning the

' “Had force alone been relied upon, 
ithe Kemalists would have advanced

‘days ago. Actually 125,000 Turkish 
'troops were held up by Kemal’s or- 
'der when only 25 miles distant from 
| their capital. Kemal's act was solely 
the result of a private cable appeal 
\from me. 

“Had. Constantinople fallen, the 
|world would have been at war. Only 
|French intervention prevented that 
disaster. The two main factors in 
obtaining the armistice were the sa- 
gacity of Kemal, who was pressea to 
make war by his people, and the fact 
|that the Turks held all their regi- 
ments back during the negotiations 
‘and refrained from demanding any- 
thing else than the minimum accept- 
‘able and duly stated at the outset. 
“The Turks have 150,000 me in 
'the first line at Chanak and a eimi- 
lar number in reserve. No heroes 
‘could have held on there unless they 
were hundreds of thousands strong.” 

“Greeks Burned Smyrna,” 

Bouillon made the categorical 
statement that the Greeks burned. 
Smyrna and not a single town in the 
line of their retreat was left stand- 
ing. As a result, he said, 1,000,000 
Turks in Anatolia are homeless and 
facing the rigors of winter in rags. 

Bouillon charged that the British 
‘General Staff at Coristantinople haAé 
issued a false communique telling of

for immediate occupation of Thrace. 

“This was all the news that the

Sift in a 
tablespoonful of salt and four cup- 
fuls of flour. Beat thoroughly until 
well incorporated, then add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of soft butter and beat 
it through the mixture. Let the 
dough rise to double its bulk, then 
beat it down with a spoon and turn 
into a well-buttered and warm chim- 
ney-cake pan. Let the dough rise to 
double size again, then put it into a 
moderately hot oven and bake for 
one hour. Cover the bread after 
cooking it 30 minutes, to keep the 
top from getting too brown when 
done.’ Turn onto a plate and serve 
hot. 

Sally Lann With Potato Yeast. 

Add one half cupful of butter to a 
pint of warm milk. Sift seven cup- 
fuls of flour with a teaspoonful of 
salt and a tablespoonful of sugar. 
Turn the hot mixture into the flour, 
which should have been warmed, 
then add four well-beaten eggs and 
a half-cupful of good, lively potato 
yeast and beat the batter until the 
dough blisters. Set to rise over night.
